Is Another Garden City

“We arrived in late June, 
1935. From the beginning we 
loved it. We loved the TVA. 
We loved Norris, the all-electric 
model town built ‘from scratch’ 
in the coves along the Clinch 
River. We loved the foresters 
and the TVA Forestry Depart- 
ment. And we loved being a 
part of a great social experiment,

vice employee, who is quoted in 
Norris, TN 1933 - 1983. 

Probably very few residents of 
Greenbelt today have heard of 
Norris, an American garden city 
built as part of an earlier New 
Deal program. Last summer 
some old friends informed us 
they were retiring to Tennessee to 
be closer to their children and to 
live a simpler life. I was sur- 
prised to learn that they were 
moving to a planned community 
built by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, one of the New Deal’s 
very first projects. When they 
asked me to help them drive to 
Norris, I was glad to do so in or- 
der to see the town and to do a 
little birdwatching during the fall 
migration. 

First Impressions 

Norris is built much like 
Greenbelt with the athletic fields, 
post office, school/community 
center/library and a few busi- 
nesses in the center with the 
housing placed around it. A 
large greenbelt still encircles the

Explanation 

In supporting the permit, 
Betty Hager Francis, director of 
the Prince George’s County De- 
partment of Public Works and 
Transportation advised MDE of 
its reasons. They were: 1) the 
improved geometric section 
should reduce fatal accident po- 
tential; 2) the improved geomet- 
ric section will reduce existing 
peak period congestion; 3) the 
improved geometric section will 
provide easier access for employ- 
ees in the federal installations at 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center and at the new U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture facility; 4) 
the improvement will provide a 
parallel relief route for motorists 
using US. 1; 5) the improvement 
will provide better access to the 
Greenbelt Metrorail Station; 6) 
the improvement will improve 
service for transit vehicles using 
Edmonston Road and connection 
to Greenbelt Metrorail Station; 7) 
the improvement increases the 
accessibility of employment op- 
portunities for all county resi- 
dents; and 8) the improvement 
will help implement master plan 
recommendations. 
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Isaac Robinson’s statement, in 
his letter to the News Review on 
Nov. 22, that the Parkside “resi- 
dents had the old time Greenbelt 
spirit,” is debatable. What is not 
debatable is Parkside’s being two 
miles from Greenbelt’s nearest 
residential area and 3.7 miles 
from Greenbelt’s Department of 
Public Works. It is also not de- 
batable that the proposal is to an- 
nex 7.7 acres of land, not people. 
The people could move, but the 
7.7 acres would remain a part of 
Greenbelt. 

Meanwhile, there is the closer 
city of Riverdale Park, which has 
a residential area adjacent to 
Parkside and a Department of 
Public Works 2.1 miles away.

OBITUARIES 


Miriam Cornelius 


Former Greenbelt resident 
Miriam Keeler Cornelius died 
of congestive heart failure at 
Friends House in Sandy Spring 
on November 12 at the age of 
101. 

Born in Malden, Massachu- 
setts in 1897, she graduated 
magna cum laude from Mount 
Holyoke College. She received 
a master’s degree in economics 
from Radcliffe College. 

She moved to the Washing- 
ton area from New York City in 
1938 and began working for the 
Labor Department where she 
was the editor of a monthly 


magazine published by the 


Children’s Bureau. In 1957, 
she wrote “What Social Secu- 
rity Means to Women.” She 
also wrote and edited many 
other pamphlets, brochures and 
reports. She retired in 1960, but 
continued to edit professional 
and nonprofit newsletters for 
several more years and volun- 
teered as a proofreader at the 
Greenbelt News Review. 

In Greenbelt, she was a 
member of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Church and the Fellow- 
ship of Reconciliation, a paci- 
fist organization. Her husband, 
Samuel E. Cornelius, active in 
GHI and Twin Pines Savings 
and Loan Association, died in 
1965 while they lived in the 14 
court of Ridge Road. Mrs. 
Cornelius then moved to 10-B 
Crescent Road, the GHI unit 
that became the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum in 1987. Since 1977 she 
had lived in Sandy Spring, but 
entertained Greenbelt friends 
often and visited the city fre- 
quently until she stopped driv- 
ing after the age of 90. 

Survivors include a son, 


John T. Cornelius of Galesville; | 


five grandchildren; and ten 
great-grandchildren. 

A brief memorial service 
was held at the museum on 
Monday, December 7 at 3 p.m. 
The Rev. Dan Hamlin of the 
Community Church read pas- 
sages found highlighted in 
Miriam’s own Bible and re- 
called the major events of her 
life.

Remembering “Corny” 


Miriam Cornelius came into 
the lives of the Ungers shortly 
after we moved to Greenbelt in 
the summer of 1962. I first 
knew her as a GHI neighbor of 
our Sitters’ Club friends, Betty 
and Gordon Allen, who then 
lived in the 14 court of Ridge, 
and later as a colleague in the 
earliest days of the Prince 
George’s County Fair Housing 
Committee. Passionately com- 
mitted to peace and justice, she 
served as an example of prin- 
cipled activism and gave me 
courage when I was an idealis- 
tic, but unpracticed, young 
adult. 

For years we were only ac- 
quaintances, speaking in the 
aisles of the Co-op or exchang- 
ing waves when she rounded 
the corner of Crescent and 
Westway on her walks or in her 
car when we lived at 8-A Cres- 
cent. Our son Patrick and 
daughter Marie were impressed 
with her husband Sam’s jaunty 
berets and scarves as my hus- 
band John got to know him 
through Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan meetings. Our lives 
changed — Sam died in 1965, 
and Miriam eventually moved 
to 10-B Crescent. Our daugh- 
ter Martha was born in 1968; 
we moved to Lakeside Drive in 
1969; and our Downs Syn- 
drome daughter Elizabeth was 
born with a serious heart defect 
in the fall of 1970. 

That is when Miriam became 
one of the dearest friends of 
my life. Rather out of the blue, 
she called me in mid-October 
to say that she had heard about 
Our problems with the new 
baby. She was recently retired 


from a parttime job, and she 


proposed to come once a week 
to babysit. She carefully- ex- 
plained that she was not a 
nurse, but she thought that I 
would “need to get out of the 
house.” Some survival instinct 
prompted me to agree. For the 
next seven years she came 
faithfully, at least one afternoon 
a week, often two, month after 
month, year after year, until she 
moved to Sandy Spring in 
1977. 

Through Elizabeth’s sickest

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days with repeated hospitaliza- 
tions at Children’s Hospital, my 
father’s terminal illness, the be- 
ginnings of my career as an 
adult educator, and many days 
of my just being able to go to 
the library, the grocery store, or 
to run errands, Mrs. Cornelius 
came to stay with Martha and 
Elizabeth. 

It was Martha who started 
calling her “Corny,” and they 
developed a special bond. This 
week, from California, Martha 
e-mailed her memories of hours 
at the Westway playground, tea 
parties at Corny’s (now the 
Greenbelt Museum), expressive 
readings of many books, and 
the famous day “there was a 
fire in the wire.” (A power 
line fell in front of our house 
and burst into flames. Corny 
called the fire department, and 
then, both unfazed, they 
watched the whole drama from 
the front window as police 
closed the street.) 

Patrick remembers afternoons 
at Arena Stage matinees with 
Corny, my mother, and me fol- 
lowed by dinner at Hogate’s. 
Marie heard tales about the ca- 
reer of a crackerjack editor, and 
now she is one. After her 
move to Friends House, we en- 
joyed elegant, community Sun- 
day dinners there while the pia- 
nist serenaded and Unger chil- 
dren practiced their best table 
manners. Corny drove to 
Greenbelt often. She kept up 
with Martha’s career as a cham- 
pion gymnast, and reveled in 
Elizabeth’s healthy recovery 
and successful years in Special 
Education and a_ sheltered 
workshop job. 


She eventually gave up driy- —

town. A resident of historic 
Greenbelt could hardly get lost, 
even without a map. There are 
narrow inner walkways, parks, 
green spaces, benches and lots of 
trees and shrubbery throughout. 
The greenbelt is still intact, and I 
found three very attractive, 
arched stone underpasses; possi- 
bly there are more because I did 
not cover the entire town, al- 
though I did take walks at least 
twice a day. 

On that first walk, I could not 
find any houses that appeared to 
be original housing, although I 
did notice that most houses had 
casement windows and fireplaces. 
Upon acquiring a small book 
about Norris; quoted in the first 
paragraph, I discovered that I had 
been walking right past them. 
There were twelve family home 
designs (one being the traditional 
“dogtrot house” of that mountain 
area) built of local products — 
bricks, wood, stone, shingles, cin- 
der blocks and various combina- 
tions of these items. 

Each house is on a very large 
lot, nestled on tree-lined hills, 
along curved streets tapered to 
the contours of the land. They 
were placed in clusters of three 
or four homes, with a common 
driveway for each cluster. Some 
houses only had three rooms, but 
most had four or five. Each had 
a large porch across the entire 
length of the back, and some also 
had one in front. 

A few log cabins that had 
been located on land acquired by 
the TVA were moved to the cen- 
ter and converted into small of- 
fices. By such means, the plan- 
ners hoped to create the ambiance 
of a small Appalachian village, “a 
small town content to remain 
small,” to quote the book. To the 
extent possible, utility lines were 
placed underground. Norris is a 
planned community that does not 
appear planned. “Indeed, its in- 
formal, countrified appearance 
has remained the town’s greatest 
asset,” states the book. 

Norris was part of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority’s first mega- 
lithic dam project, named in 
honor of Senator George Norris 
of Nebraska, who labored for 
many years in support of the uni- 
fied development of the Tennes- 
see Valley. Housing for previous 
large scale, short term public 
works projects had been provided 
by temporary construction camps, 
later abandoned and destroyed. 
The Norris project, spurred by 
the experimental nature of TVA,

led to the concept of a permanent 
town, one with social amenities 
promoting family life and com- 
munity cooperation. This repre- 
sented an attempt to stabilize the 
cultural environment in the same 
manner that the Norris Dam was 
an effort to stabilize the natural 
environment. The dam dealt with 
the flow of the river; the town 
dealt with the flow of population. 
Planning Team 

Credit for Norris belongs tn 
large part to President Roosevelt's 
appointment of Arthur Morgan to 
the chairmanship of TVA. Mor- 
gan, an engineer with extensive 
experience stabilizing Ohio’s Mi- 
ami River, was a visionary. He 
came to the TVA job from the 
presidency of Antioch College, 
where he had established the 
policy of mingling academics and 
practical work experience. He 
chose Earle S. Draper to head the 
Division of Land Planning and 
Housing because he had planned 
company-owned textile towns in 
various parts of the South with 
singular success. Draper chose 
Tracy Augur, a landscape archi- 
tect who had been involved with 
the construction of Radburn, NJ, 
as his assistant, and Benton 
MacKaye, who created the con- 
cept of the Appalachian Trail, as 
one of the planners and architects 
involved in this and other TVA 
projects. (TVA eventually con- 
structed 10 megalithic dams and 
about 40 smaller ones in an area 
the size of Ohio.) Morgan hoped 
that Norris would be the first of 
many TVA planned communities. 

Plans for the community were 
drawn under time pressures im- 
posed by the rush to get Norris 
Dam built. A site was selected in 
July 1933, just two months after 
TVA’s creation. Detailed land 
surveys were conducted in Au- 
gust; groundbreaking took place 
in October, housing construction 
began in January, 1934 and the 
first dwellings were ready for oc- 
cupancy in May. By October 
1934, Norris consisted of 150 
houses and eight campus-like dor- 
mitories; another 100 houses 
were soon constructed. The dor- 
mitories were occupied by men 
who had no families with them, 
and they were to be torn down 
when the dam was completed. 
Frank Lloyd Wright claimed that 
the dormitories were better and 
more attractive than many resorts.

Norris’s unique physical plan 
was matched by its unique social 
programs.

oped a program for construction 
workers, who worked only 33 
hours a week in order to spread 
work among unemployed labor- 
ers. They could take classes in 
woodworking, plumbing, welding, 
electricity, auto mechanics, pas- 
teurization or printing to develop 
skills that could be used in other 
jobs after the Norris project 
ended. Agricultural and craft co- 
operatives were formed to help 
Norris residents market goods 
made at home. Garden clubs, 
sportsmen’s clubs, health coun- 
cils, a well-stocked library and 
one of the most progressive 
schools in the state also made 
Norris a special place to live. 

Norris’s popularity ensured 
that it would not become a ghost 
town once the dam was finished. 
In 1936, as work neared comple- 
tion and construction workers 
were transferred elsewhere, 90 
families were on a waiting list to 
take their place. By then, many 
of the town’s original purposes 
had either been achieved or su- 
perseded by other concerns. In 
1937, the TVA Board considered 
selling the town. But no imme- 
diate action was taken and as 
preparations for World War II in- 
creased, so did the need for hous- 
ing in East Tennessee. By 1943, 
one-third of Norris households 
had family members working on 
the secret Manhattan Project at 
Oak Ridge about 15 miles to the 
west. 

Residents Buy In 

In 1947 TVA declared Norris 
surplus property and launched the 
“Norris Disposal Project,” later 
given the less ominous-sounding 


title, the Sale-of-Norris Project. 


A group of residents formed a 
corporation to purchase the com- 
munity. “We have come to ap- 
preciate the Norris way of life,” 
they proclaimed, “and we don’t 
want to give it up.” A develop- 
ment council was formed and 
with 200 members and nearly $2 
million in assets, residents hoped 
to gain control of the community 
at the auction block. However, a 
group of Philadelphia business- 
men secured ownership with a 
$2.1 million bid. Residents were 
assured that the company would 
protect the town’s status as a 
“model residential community”

$45,000 
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and they were given the opportu- 
nity to purchase their homes. 
Within a year, all the houses 
were sold. In 1953, a new citi- 
zen-owned company, the Norris 
Corporation, purchased Norris’s 
commercial district and 650 acres 
of the undeveloped land. By 
then the municipal government, 
formed in April 1949, was run- 
ning smoothly. Plans are under- 
way today to celebrate 50 years 
of municipal government in 1999. 

Norris Dam is located four 
miles north of Norris and next to 
the dam is Norris State Park with 
its AAA deluxe cabins, AA rustic 
cabins and camp grounds, hiking 
trails, marina, picnic areas, play- 
grounds, tennis courts and swim- 
ming pool. To the southwest is a 
scenic float trip area and a re- 
nowned trout fishery. The Clinch 
River commonly yields rainbow 
trout of 3-6 Ibs. And brown trout 
of 10- lbs. are supposedly com- 
monplace. The Museum of Ap- 
palachia, located between Norris 
and Oak Ridge, is called “the 
most authentic and complete rep- 
lica of pioneer Appalachian life 


in the world” and includes a pio- ” 


neer village, working farm and 

display buildings. 
The remote, semi-mountainous 

setting, sparse population and 
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semi-rural appearance impeded 
industrial development of the 
Norris area, and except for the 
small commercial district and 
TVA laboratories and offices, it 
remains residential and rural in 
character. It is a lovely, attrac- 
tive place and I would strongly 
recommend a trip there to any- 
one interested in garden cities, 
Appalachia, fishing, camping, 
hiking or birdwatching.

Warming Trend Ups 
Lyme Disease Risk 


Warm weather in December 
is nice indeed. It is a great 
pleasure to walk about in 
shirtsleeves at a time when 
one’s thoughts normally turn to 
hot chocolate and gloves. But 
warm weather can mean a re- 
turn of unpleasant aspects of 
summer, including the threat of 
Lyme disease. 

Lyme disease is a microbial 
infection spread by ticks; hu- 
mans can be infected when they 
are bitten by ticks carrying the 
Lyme spirochete. Early in the 
course of infection patients may 
have no symptoms or may have 
a rash or a rash and fever. Pa- 
tients who are not treated may 
develop severe symptoms, in- 
cluding neurologic, cardiac, and 
opthalmic disorders. 

To prevent infection, avoid 
tick-infested areas, wear long- 
sleeved shirts and long pants 
(preferably light colored so that 
ticks will be visible on them),

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The GHI Board Discusses Late Fees, Shed, Playgrounds

Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
members will be getting a letter 
right before the holidays that 
may have some_ people 
hollering “Scrooge.” But others 
may say it reflects sound busi- 
ness practices and human con- 
cern. Regardless, the GHI 
board of directors gave full and 
unanimous support to manage- 
ment to shorten the time frame 
that allows GHI to go to court 
when a member fails to pay 
monthly co-op fees, or is re- 
peatedly late in paying. : 

In other business, the board 
authorized the hiring of a play- 
ground consultant, and entered 
into a contract with Mattern 
Construction to complete cer- 
tain concrete work not carried 
out by a previous contractor. 
They also authorized for first 
reading an authorization for 
$7,510,430.00, which allows the 
1999 budget to be implemented. 

The shed with a basement 
approved by the board for con- 
struction at the last meeting 
was discussed during the “Visi- 
tors and Members” portion 
when a member from another 
part of GHI expressed her con- 
cerns. 

Accounts Receivable/Delin- 

quency 

GHI has had to increase the 
bad debt reserve for 1999 to 
$34,500 because of foreclosures 
and members delinquent in pay- 
ing monthly co-op fees. “Al- 
lowing fees to go unpaid not 
only sends the message it is 
OK to pay as you can, but it 
allows the member to fall into 
-a delinquency pattern that is of- 
ten difficult to break out of;’ 


said Gretchen Overdurff,. gen... 


eral manager. 

Problems’ occur with two 
types of members: those who 
experience financial problems 
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and find themselves facing de- 
linguency to GHI or their 
lender, or both; and a second 
group of about 20 members 
who are routinely late in paying 
co-op fees. 

The board, in concurrence 
with the finance committee, au- 
thorized revising existing policy 
to allow GHI to begin court 
proceedings five days earlier 
than before. Payment is due 
the first of the month but the 
grace period extends to the 
10th. On the 11th a late fee is 
applied and a late notice is 
sent. If payment is not re- 
ceived by the Ilth of the next 
month, a request for immediate 
payment and notice of intent to 
file in court is sent. On the 
21st of the second month the 
member receives a membership 
termination notice and the GHI 
attorney is notified to file a 
complaint for possession. 

Persons routinely late will 
now receive only one late no- 
tice before the request for im- 
mediate payment and notice of 
intent to file in court. A mem- 
ber will be considered routinely 
late when four letters have been 
sent within the previous 12 
months. 

Staff will continue to work 
with members who find them- 
selves in financial difficulty and 
cannot pay their monthly co-op 
fees on time. They must, how- 
ever, notify GHI early in the 
cycle to explore options. 

Playground Consultant 

Human and Rohde, Inc. will 
be engaged at a cost of $3,200 
to serve as playground consult- 
ants. Of the 20 public play- 
grounds within GHI, eight are 
located on. land.titled to GHI.

At its last meeting, the board 
indicated that a member on 
Ridge Road could build a shed 
with a basement as long as the 
staff engineer Jay Freedman ap- 
proved construction methods 
and location. The shed will be 
located in the member's yard. 
If size were larger than the 
handbook allows, the member 
needs an exemption. 

A member from Laurel Hill 
Road told the board she consid- 
ers this shed to be a “free 
standing, permanent structure 
with a basement” and feels the 
member should place it on the 
addition maintenance plan. She 
also asked if the shed is cov- 
ered under GHI’s master insur- 
ance policy. 

According to Freedman, 
however, the addition mainte- 
nance program is only for addi-

STREPTOCOCCAL PHARYNGITIS 


There are many misconceptions about strep throat that I want to clarify in this 


article. 


“STREP THROAT” 


Strep throat is caused by a bacterium called beta-hemolytic streptococcus, Group A 
(henceforth referred to as Strep.) It is not important for you to remember this: I only 
mention it to let you know that there are many other varieties of strep, most of which 


are unimportant. There is, however, one called Group B strep that can cause severe 
problems in newborns, and another called alpha-strep that can cause infection in the 
hearts of children with congenital heart conditions. We will not talk about those in 


this article. 


Strep is a strange germ in that it has never developed resistance to penicillin. In 
spite of this, the organism is still-very much with us and can cause severe problems on 


occasion. It can cause “toxic shock” syndrome, rheumatic fever and heart disease, 
glomerulonephritis (a disease affecting the kidneys), “flesh eating” disease, and some 


rare conditions such as erysipelas, impetigo, and “child bed fever.” 


When a person has strep throat, the doctor will usually find fever, red throat and 
enlarged neck lymph nodes. Since many other organisms (mostly viruses, such as 


infectious mononucleosis) can cause similar findings, the doctor will order a quick 
strep test or throat culture to verify the diagnosis. Not even the best doctor in the 


world can positively identify strep throat by simply examining the child! 

If the test or culture is positive for strep, the child will be put on an antibiotic for 
five or ten days (depending on the antibiotic.) If the test is negative, the child will be 
treated symptomatically for a few days with fever medicines, cold liquids, and rest. If 
the-child continues to remain ill, the doctor will order further tests, such as a test for 


infectious mono. 


One complicating factor in the diagnosis and treatment of strep throat is the éxist- 
ence of a carrier state. Many healthy people will carry strep in their throats. Such 
people are not ill, and in any case will not respond to ordinary antibiotics. (If they 
pass their germs repeatedly to their families, they must be treated with strong antibi- 


otics for long periods.) 


An important point: we no longer repeat throat cultures after treating strep throats. 
If the medicine was given adequately, a positive throat culture would indicate a 
carrier state. In that case, antiobiotics are not indicated. 

There is no easy solution when a carrier of strep comes down with a viral sore 
throat, possibly infectious mono. The child may have a fever‘and sore throat, and a 
positive strep test—but one has nothing to do with the other! We treat the child with 
antibiotics, but , of course, it will not work because the infection is viral. Here, again, 
it is easy to go wrong. If we keep giving ever stronger antibiotics, waiting fa the child 
to get well, we can do him or her more harm than good.” 


Another common scenario is as follows: a child with fever and sore throat is 
brought to the doctor’s office. The strep test is positive. The child is put on an aritibi- 
otic. The’parent asks that all the other children in the family be tested for strep. Some 


test positive. They are all healthy. Their throats look normal. Should we give them 
antibiotics? Definitely NOT! Healthy children with positive throaf cultures should not 


be treated with antibiotics. 


You can see that diagnosing and treating strep throat is not a simple matter. Each 
case must be treated individually.
